Unique DXOP team to Spratly Islands during April 14-20 
has many California members—but largely self-funded

Getting DXpeditions onto the Spratly Islands in the South 
China Sea hasn't been easy...and likely to get more difficult 
as these islands increasingly become militarized. 


Currently #75 on ClubLog’s “Most Wanted” list, a unique op- 
portunity to work the Spratlys’ Pagasa Island takes place April 
14-20, 2015, with the first-ever Spratly DXpedition team en- 
tirely of Filipino ancestry—and a strong California connection. 


Leading this team are two California amateur operators: Leo 
Almazan, WA6LOS from San Diego, and Joel Pastor, WJ1P 
of Rancho Palos Verdes. Along with other Filipino-American 
and Filipino DXers/contesters in the Mabuhey DX Group they 
received permission to operate as DXOP on Pagasa Island, 
site of a Philippine military base and small civilian community. 


An Australian-led team intended to operate as DXOP in 2012 
but their DXpedition request was abruptly cancelled without 
public explanation. As the current DXOP team explains on its 
website, http://www.dx0p.org/ , “red tape” is a major hurdle in 
gaining operating approval on Pagasa Island. 


The 2015 DXOP team has received equipment donations from 
Elecraft (three K3’s with KPA-500 amplifiers), N6BT and Step- 
pIR antennas, Heil Sound, and TigerTronics along with a very 
small grant from the International DX Foundation. Buta 
hoped-for donation from the Northern California DX Founda- 
tion did not materialize—requiring DXOP to become almost 
entirely self-funded for logistics, travel, accommodation, and 
other expenses. 


The team has set up a “Donate” button on its website and 
Facebook page in hopes of securing some additional funding. 
Their situation highlights the many DXpeditions where team 
members generously spent their own funds for enabling hams 
worldwide to make QSOs with hard to reach locations. 


As many SCDXC members know, the Spratlys are claimed-- 
either entirely or partly--by China, Taiwan, the Philippines, 
Vietnam, Malaysia, and Brunei. Recent Spratly DXpeditions 
(see adjoining table) have mostly been on a Malaysian island 
that has a military presence but also a top diving resort. 
China is currently building a military air base and runway on 
Fiery Cross Reef after establishing a military garrison on an- 
other reclaimed island. Vietnam also has a militarized island. 


So if you have a chance later this month try working DXOP on 
Pagasa Island. It's during the Visalia DX convention but April 
14-20 reflects a narrow travel window each year for landing 

on Pagasa. And to the DXOP team: thanks for going there. @

Field Checking of QSL Cards 
by N6QQ and N6HC 


QSL cards for new DXCC awards and endorse- 
ments may be checked by an approved DXCC 
Card Checker. This program applies to any 
DXCC award for an individual or station. Awards 
available can be found in Section |: Basic Rules, 
Rule 1. 


1) Entities Eligible for Field Checking: 


With an exception for 160 meters, cards for all 
current and deleted entities dating back to No- 
vember 15, 1945 can be checked. Cards for 160 
Meters can only be checked by card checkers 
who currently hold an active 160 Meter DXCC. 
Check out the complete list of DXCC 160 Meter 
Card Checkers. 


CQ AWARDS... 

CQ Awards except 160 Meter WAZ, Digital WAZ, 
6 Meter, Satellite, EME and 5BWAZ endorse- 
ments and new 5BWAZ applications with 170 or 
more zones.

The Northern California DX Foundation recently 
made sizable donations to the VKOEK Heard 
Island and VP8 South Georgia & Sandwich Is- 
lands DXpeditions. Nevertheless, these DXpe- 
ditions still need contributions from individuals 
and others 


VKOEK received a $50,000 NCDXF grant in late 
March towards that DXpedition’s $800,000 cost. 
Earlier in the month the VP8 Intrepid DX Group 

also received a $50,000 NCDXF donation. 


Our club last year donated $12,000 to the North- 
ern California DX Foundation from raffle ticket 
sales at the 2014 International DX Convention. 
This complied with California law requiring 90% 
of raffle gross profit to be given to a registered 
California 501(c)3 nonprofit organization.

SCDXC members head to...or 
return from...DXpeditions 


Some DXpedition news during the past month 
involving SCDXC members: 


South Cook Islands: Our Doug Dowds, W6HB, 
and his friend Brad Lee, WOVFT, accompanied by 
their respective XYL’s will operate from Rarotonga 
in the South Cook Islands (OC-013) during May 17- 
23, 2015. Doug is using the callsign E51DLD (his 
initials) and Brad is E51VFT (his U.S. callsign suf- 
fix.) They'll be operating from an existing station on 
Rarotonga and able to use full legal power on 160 
through 10 meters. 


Chesterfield Islands: SCDXC members Arnie 
Shatz, N6HC, and David Greenhut, N6HD, will be 
operators on the TX38X DXpedition to Chesterfield 
Islands (OC-176 and #23 on ClubLog Most Wanted 
list) during October 1-12, 2015. More info to follow 
in the months ahead. 


Santa Catalina Island: Five SCDXC members 
returned from Catalina Island (NA-066) in early 
March after a five-day mini-DXpedition for the Pa- 
los Verdes Amateur Radio Club as K6PV/6. 


Led by Ray Day, N6HE, team members included 
Clay Davis, AB9A; Diana Feinberg, AIGDF; Joe 
Pace, NZ6L; Jeff Wolf, K6JW; and six other 
PVARC members. This team had to deal with 
changing weather forecasts for a severe winter 
storm (severe by California standards) and disman- 
tling antennas much earlier than planned. The 
team nevertheless made 994 HF QSO’s plus 25 
satellite contacts to 49 states, 36 DXCC entities, 
and 448 U.S. counties. Joe, NZ6L, and another 
team member also became the first hams to acti- 
vate Catalina Island’s 1,800-foot Silver Peak for 
amateur radio’s “Summits On The Air’ program. 


These results reflected 20-meters, normally 
K6PV/6’s most productive band, yielding very few 
contacts this year. In recent years these DXpedi- 
tions typically netted 1,800-2,100 QSOs with 20- 
meters open and antennas up for the entire DXpe- 
dition. But as an offsetting “bonus” this year’s team 
got to witness a large waterspout just offshore as 
stormy weather passed through the Two Harbors 
QTH (see photo, left). @ 


More Tidbits... 


Is full-duplex HF communication 
in your future? 


Our past Newsletter Editor Jerry Lewine, K6QU, 
shares this information with SCDXC members: 


A team of Columbia Engineering researchers has 
invented a technology—full-duplex radio integrated 
circuits (ICs)—that can be implemented in nanoscale 
CMOS to enable simultaneous transmission and re- 
ception at the same frequency in a wireless radio. 


Up to now, this has been thought to be impossible: 
transmitters and receivers either work at different 
times or at the same time but at different frequen- 
cies. The Columbia team, led by Electrical Engineer- 
ing Associate Professor Harish Krishnaswamy, is the 
first to demonstrate an IC that can accomplish this. 


The researchers presented their work at the Interna- 
tional Solid-State Circuits Conference (ISSCC) in 
San Francisco on February 25. See:

On Wednesday, March 25, 2015 Joe Locascio, K5KT, Chair- 
man of the Don Wallace Museum Foundation, unveiled a new 
historical plaque in Rancho Palos Verdes dedicated to keep- 
ing alive the memory of amateur radio pioneer Don Wallace, 
W6AM (Sk). Don Wallace contributed much to the develop- 
ment of amateur radio in the USA, in California, and most es- 
pecially on the Palos Verdes Peninsula. 


The Don Wallace Museum Foundation was created nearly 30 
years ago with the express purpose of building an amateur 
radio museum on the Wallace Ranch site. Although the mu- 
seum was never built, the creation of a historical plaque will 
keep alive the important accomplishments of this internation- 
ally known local man. @

Final words on K1N, the 
Navassa Island DXpedition 


Last month’s SCDXC Newsletter had a table rank- 
ing club members by their number of contacts with 
the K1N Navassa DXpedition. At least 33 SCDXC 
members were shown to have 10 or more QSOs 


with Navassa. 


But our table didn’t show the SCDXC members 
who persisted to achieve just one QSO with K1N. 


SCDXC member Urban Stiess, W6MPB, cannot 
have a tower or amplifier at his QTH. Using 100 
watts and a roof-mounted antenna he overcame 
horrendous pile-ups to get his only K1N QSO. It 
took 22 hours of cumulative persistence before fi- 
nally working K1N just once. Determination and 
skill make such contacts all the more notable. 


And now, the final words on Navassa come from 
K1N co-team member Glenn Johnson, KOGuJ. 
Whether you worked Navassa or not, the Twin Cit- 
ies DX Association’s latest “The Grey Line Report” 
newsletter has Glenn’s fascinating insider account 
of all that happened to get K1N on the air—and to 
stay operational.

Solar Flux Index Solar Flux Index 
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TI9/3Z9DX Cocos Island

Last month we had the opportunity to work a fairly rare 
entity, Isla De Coco in Costa Rica. Cocos Island is a 
national park and a UNESCO world heritage site. Only 
park rangers are allowed to live there. It is 342 miles 
from Costa Rica in the Pacific Ocean. Its area is less 
than 10 square miles, 5 miles long by 2 miles wide, 
almost a rectangle, with a 14.5 mile perimeter. 


Due to the extremely wet climate and unique currents 
the island and surrounding waters are ecologically 
unique. It is very different from the other islands in the 
region. This makes it an attractive place for scuba di- 
vers and eco-tourists however they can not stay over- 
night on the island nor collect any of the unique flora 
or fauna. In fact the only people who can stay on the 
island other than park rangers have been Amateur Ra- 
dio DXpedition operators. Lately though we have had 
a hard time obtaining permission. 


The marine region around the island is bursting with 
life. Most particular are the world’s largest densities of 
sharks. The three main species in the vicinity of Cocos 
are the hammerhead, white tips and black tips. All of 
these are man eaters and swimming in many areas is 
certain death. Fisherman and rangers who did not 
take heed to the warnings have suffered the conse- 
quences. In spite of this divers find the island one of 
the best diving locales in the world. 


The island is volcanic, primarily basalt, and is fairly 
fragile. If not for the large amount of foliage it would 
have eroded away from the rain run off possibly de- 
volving into a series of reefs. 


The island was discovered in the 1500s by Spanish 
explorer Juan de Grado. The island first appeared on 
a map in 1542 sitting about a half degree above the 
equator. Later it was marked at 2.5 degrees above the 
equator. It is now correctly located on maps at 5.5 de- 
grees above the equator. 


The island apparently was known for pirate treasure. 
Two renowned pirates buried their treasure there and 
none of it has been recovered.

E30FB Eritrea DXpedition

The Eritrea Dxpedition is just winding down now. What an 
adventure. For years the Eritrean government refused to 
issue a license until the fighting with Ethiopia ceased. 
Thanks to Zorro and the group for a job above and beyond! 


Eritrea is in the horn of Africa, bordered by the Red Sea, 
The Sudan, Ethiopia and Djibouti. The country includes sev- 
eral islands in the Red Sea. The land mass is about the size 
of Pennsylvania. The climate is hot and dry along the coast, 
cooler and wetter in the central highlands, and semi-arid in 
the western hills and lowlands. The country strategically is 
at a choke point for the busiest shipping lane in the world. It 
is a single party government (People's Front for Democracy 
and Justice (PFDu)) which controls all media. The constitu- 
tion, which has never been implemented, does provide for a 
multi-party government. 
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It suffices to say that the region is very old. In fact the re- 
mains one of the earliest hominids was found there. The 
oldest written reference to the region that includes Eritrea is 
in a 2500 BC Egyptian fable. Archeological digs have dis- 
covered communities dating back to 3500 BC. Egyptians set 
up trading posts along the Red Sea. Furthermore the region 
was chronicled by the Egyptians in 1100 BC. Around the 
800 BC the kingdom of D’mt was established in Eritrea and 
Northern Ethiopia followed by the state of Aksum which re- 
mained until around 700 AD. It adopted Christianity early on 
and is the second country to declare itself Christian after 
Armenia which was decimated by the Turks. Aksum in its 
day was considered the fourth greatest civilization, on a par 
with China, Persia, and Rome. After Aksum declined the 
region came under tribal and clan control. Islam took root 
and the region was divided into 5 kingdoms. In 1578 AD the 
Ottoman Empire began its domination of the region. This 
lasted 300 years. The land was then left to the Egyptians 
and later was taken over by the Italians in 1885 through the 
purchase of a company started by an Italian priest. The only 
resistance to this hijack was from the King of Ethiopia who 
occupied the highlands to the South. To this day that border 
is still disputed. The Italians who first named the region Eri- 
trea, after the Greek word for the Red Sea, remained in con- 
trol until WWII after that the UN voted to have Ethiopia an- 
nex the region. Eritrea disappeared into the 14th province of 
Ethiopia in 1961. The region became a battle zone for many 
years. The pro western government of Ethiopia gave way to 
a Soviet backed Marxist government ending the US support 
for Ethiopia. Finally in 1991 after the Soviet meltdown the 
Eritreans wrested back control of the region. In 1993 Eritrea 
again became an independent nation. The border dispute 
has not been resolved though most fighting has ceased with

The team set up in a hotel in Asmara. They put the an- 

tennas on the roof. Two antennas and a computer were 
damaged in shipment. They started out with 3 stations 

and found a replacement for the fourth computer. They also 
repaired the broken antennas. The set back prevented them 
from operating the WARC bands during the ARRL SSB con- 
test. Writing this article began two days before the end of the 
operation. In general the low bands have been very bad and 
the higher frequencies very good. It is a difficult area to hit 
from the West Coast and they have made valiant efforts to 
give us ample access. 


The DXpedition yielded 62,665 QSOs with over 3.6%, 2270, of 
them ATNO and 9018, 14.4% of the QSOs filled needed 
modes and slots. That is an impressive amount of new ones! 


From the club stats 51 members, 28%, made 160 QSOs. 136 
QSOs were by 44 members in Southern California. 
That comprises 0.26% of all the contacts made by the Dxpedi- 
tion. The majority of the contacts, 106, were Phone, 46 we CW 
and 8 were on RTTY. Amazingly 15 meters yielded the most 
QSOs followed by 10 meters. Curiously 20 meters was not as 
productive. Possibly 20 meter slots were filled by previous 
DXpeditions. 


Dennis, NS6C, with his 3 element SteppIR at 40 feet, man- 
aged to fill the most slots,10. Will, KEND followed with 9 slots 
and Rich, W6VX, with 8. Honorable mention goes to Jim, 
W6OU, John, N6QQ, Mark, K6FG, Keith K6GXO, Don, K6IPV, 
Bill, N6RV, Steve, AC6DX, Jerry, K6QU, and Al, K6RYA for 
snagging at least 5 band slots. 5 members managed to work 
them on 3 modes.
